By a remarkable mischance, Gen. Min

NEW ORK, Aug. 27.—In a perpendicu- 
lar drop of 10,000 feet, made by his bal- 
loon yesterady, Dr. Julian P. Thomas 
and his brother, Jefferson Davis Thom- 
as, had a narrow escape from death. 

The balloon had descended at Beemer- 
ville, N. J., late on Saturday night, and 
yesterday morning Dr. Thomas decided 
on a second ascension. He dropped over 
sufficient ballast to take him up nearly 
two miles, at which altitude the gas in 
the bag suddenly began to condense and 
the balloon began to drop with frightful 
rapidity. 

Only the nerve of the amateur 
balloonist saved him and his brother. 
With the air rushing past him and his 
ascension register making almost a 
Straight up and down line. he saved 
every ounce of ballast he could, only 
three bags of sand being left, and then, 
when near the earth, he threw this all 
overboard at once and lessened the 
speed of the descent sufficiently to mod- 
ify the danger. 

Dr, Thomas and his brother’ then 
jumped up from the fif§or of the ear, 
and, grasping the bag netting, climbed 
as far as they could above the basket. 

A few moments later the wicker car 
struck the earth with ‘cade enough to 
have had the most serious results had 
they been in it. The point at which 
they landed was near Oakland Station, 
in Sullivan County, New York.

‘My 
idea is that through the use of the pro- 
peller I can, to some extent, control the 
direction of the balloon and make short 
tacks against the wind. I find some 
success with it and I. was able to di- 
rect the balloon up or down, although 
it was not entirely under control.”’ 

At nightfall the balloon ran into a 
bank of ciouds. The doctor was pre- 
pared for this emergency. He _ took 
from his pocket several toy bladders, 
which he inflated and hung over the 
side of the car by tong strings. The 
bladders floated below, but swayed 
slightly to the westward on light puffs 
of wind too light to flutter a handker- 
ehief. This showed that the wind was 
stili blowing them westward in a safe 
direction.

All Big Distilling Plants of 
United States to Be 
Purchased. 











RESULT OF RECENT BILL 





Alcohol Cannot Be Manufac- 
tured Cheaply Enough to Be 
Gasoline Competitor. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEORIA, Ill, Aug. 27.—The Standard 
Oil Co. has taken steps toward acquiring 
ownership of all the principal distilling 
plants in the United States. The report 
comes as a surprise to those who were 
unaware that a conference on terms had 
been held in Chicago between represen- 


tatives of the distilling interests and 
the Standard. 

A price has been set on every distillery 
in Peoria and the indications are that 
the deal will be effetd and that the 
plants will pass into the hands of the 
Standard within 10 days. For months 
the deal has been on, but it was not 
until last Friday that the distillers 
placed a price on their plants. This was 
done at the conference held in Chicago. 
which was attended by distillers from 
Peoria, Cincinnati, Terre Haute, Louis- 
ville and other distilling points. 

It is said that the prices asked were 
considered too high by the Standard Oil 


suitable terms could not be reached to 

build distilling houses of their own and 

drive the distillers out of business. 
Alcohol Bill Responsible. 

The chief reason for this action on the 
part if the Standard is the denatured 
alcohol bill recently pased by Congress. 
Experts employed’ by the Rockefeller in- 
terests, after experimenting, reporfed 
that the product eannot be manufactured 
cheaply enough to make it a serious 
competitor of gasoline, but that it could 
be used in the manufacture of mercerized 
cotton and other cotton fabrics and that 
it would be an extremely profitable prod- 
uct to control, 

Some local distillers. following out 
promises of secrecy made at the Chi- 
cago mectig~g, deny that the Standard ts 
after theif plants. while others admit 
that ‘‘a big distiller deal is on.” Re- 
liable information is that the deal is 
practically completed.

wireless telegraph station on the coast 
of West Ireland which, he expects con- 
fidently, wil! maintain a 
ice across the Atlantic. The site is 
Ballyconeely, a bleak spot three miles 
west of Clifden, County Gaiway. 
The station will be the largest ‘yet 
bullt. Eight masts, each 200 feet high, 
will discharge and collect the electric 
waves, a 500-horsepower engine is be- 
ing laid down to generate electricity, 
and all the apparatus will be on a sim- 
ilar scale, Marconi says. A_ special 
railway line, one and a half miles long, 
has been built to carry materia] from 
the main line. Two hundred men are 
employed in building the station. 


First Over Ocean Service. 
“Tt is true that we have now trans-

LAME GOOSE LAID 
ONE GOLDEN E6¢ 


Then It Sang Its Swan Song 
and Passed Peacefully 
Away. 


A carload of empty beer bottles at the 


Lame Goose, a saloon near. Lans- 
downe, between East St. Louis and 
Belleville, is all that remained Monday 
of the carload of bottled beer used at 
the wake of the Lame Goose. 

The Goose expired with. a gurgle at 
midnight. It was killed by the ukase 
of State’s Attorney Tecklenburg. Thé 
primary cause of death was infection 
from the East St. Louis lid. 

The Goose was inoculated by being 
near East St. Louis—within two miles. 
For a long time it was apparently un- 
affected by Sunday closing in St. Louis 
and then in East St. Louis. It grew 
fat on it. Its heart even became fatty. 

When Mr. Tecklenburg announced that 
the law closing all saloons within two 
miles of East St. Louis would be en- 
forced, he added that the saloons with- 
in the two-mile zone might have one 
more Sunday to dispose of stock. The 
Lame Goose was provided with a spe- 
cial carload of ‘‘stock’’ and died happy. 

The saloons within the two-mile zone 
are not licensed, and the State’s Attor- 
ney recently announced that they were 
unlawful and would have to quit busi- 
ness. 

The unpaid East St. Louis police made 
six arrests for alleged violations of the 
Sunday closing law. J. F. Smith, bar- 
tender in the saloon of Frank Wyant, 
president of the East St. Louis Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, was arrested. He 
says he was only cleaning the bar. Em- 
met Griffin was charged with selling 
drinks to boarders at his father’s 
boarding house and saloon at Second 
street and Missouri avenue, John Hos- 
tett and R. Schonfelt of 2200 Kansas 
avenue were arrested, charged with sell- 
ing beer.

THE DANGER OF ANARCHY. 

In explaining the difficulties its police have had 
in dealing with the 25,000 depositors of the wrecked 
Milwaukee Avenue Bank, Chicago continues to send 
out statements that they are nearly all foreigners, 
few of whom can speak English. 

We are told that they “press on the police, wave 
their passbooks in the air and shout their demands 
in Bohemian, Polish, Norwegian and Italian,” as 
well as in a variety of other languages, each one 
of which helps supposably in illustrating the in- 
creasing danger we are in from “an increasing num- 
ber of unassimilated foreigners.” 

It is on evidence of this kind that such conserva- 
tive statesmen as Senator Lodge, Senator Elkins, 
Senator Foraker and other guardians of the palladi- 
um of American liberty agree that it ought to be 
made harder and harder for immigrants to become 
American citizens. 

There is certainly a danger. illustrated in the 
Chicago case. Here were 25,000 Bohemians, Poles, 
Norwegians, Italians and only the Chicago census 
tuker can tell how many other sorts of “unassimi- 
lated foreigners,” who went to work as soon as they 
reached this country, building it up, and out of the 
small returns they got for their first work, saving 
a little money each week in the hope of becoming 
independent, self-supporting Americans and leaving 
behind them children of the same kind. 

They put their savings in charge of an American 
high financier who would have been welcomed by the 
Senate Committee on the Dangers of Anarchy Pro- 
duced by Unassimilated Immigration. That high 
financier undertook to assimilate a great fortune be- 
nevolently in the conventional way, and when this 
process was too slow, he stole it outright. 

There is anarchy in the case, certainly. It shows 
the danger of still more anarchy. But did it come 
from Bohemia, Poland, Norway or Italy?

MATTOON, Ill., Aug. 27.—The race 
line is to be drawn north as well as 
south of the Ohio line, according to an 
order issued by the Big Four Railroad 
Co. The order, which went to all pas- 
senger conductors, was signed by E. M. 
Costin: trainmaster and has occasioned 
no end of comment in railroad circles. 

Conductors are notified that hereafter 


negro laborers will not be permitted to 
ride upon passenger trains, except in 
smoking cars. No exception is made of 
colored passengers traveling on first- 
class tickets and here is where trouble 
is expected to arise. 

The order states that complaints have 
been made of white and colored la- 
borers occupying seats in first-class 
coaches, and conductors are informed 
that in the future white laborers, when 
truveling in gangs of 15 or more, must 
not be permitted to ride anywhere ex- 
cept in smoking cars. 

After limiting the size of a gang of 
white men which may occupy first-class 
seats, the order says: ‘“A)l negroes, 
whether in gangs of 15 or less, must be 
compelled to remain out of the first- 
class couches,”’ 

Pussenger conductors are not pleased 
with the rule, as it will invariably mean 
trouble for them in enforcing the pro- 
vision against white men riding in first- 
class coaches.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 27.— 
Charles Connors, representing the De- 
partment of Justice at Washington, is 
in Jefferson City gathcring evidence to 
be used in civil suits by the Govern- 
ment to dissolve the Standard Oil Trust 
and in criminal prosecutions against the 
officers and directors of the Standard 
Oil Co, 3 

Mr. Connors is very reticent about his 
business in Jefferson City, 
known that he has been in conference 
with Attorney-General Hadley and will 
spend the remainder of the week here 
going over the testimonp given in the 
suit filed by Hadley. 

Until this time the Government has 
made no investigation and filed no 
suite against Standard Oil except under 
the Elkins rebate law, but the present 
investigation, it is authoritatively stat- 
ed, is based on the Sherman anti-trust 
law, and the suit to be filed by the 


Government will be to dissolve the 
trust. Action under the criminal sec- 
tion of the act will also be taken. 

The only evidence of the trust organ- 
ization of Standard Oil was brought out 
in Attorney-General Hadley’s investi 
tion, and it is this evidence that r, 
Cennors is closely examining. He is 
understood to be paying especial atten- 
tion to the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, the central company, of which 
John D. Rockefeller is president.
